John Lyon of Glames did marry another Daughter of 
King Robert's the ſecond, with whom he got the Lord- 
ſhip of Glames, andthe Original Charter granted tothe 
ſaid Joh, and to his Daughter Is yet in 
the Cuſtody of the Earl of Strathmore his Succeflor.

Here is only the Moſt authentick Evident, which 
perhaps Exrope can ſhew, giving an irrefragable Proof, 
that Joh afterwards called Robert, eldeſt Son to Elizabeth 
Mure, was in thefirſt year of his Fathers Keign, owned 
and acknowledged, as his eldeſt 1;wtul Son and Heir, 
and undoubted Succeflor to the Crown ; and that in the 
litetime of Queen Eupheme, to which her Son in law the. 
Earl ot Dowelaſs his Seal amongſt others, is appended : 
And therefore Elizabeth Myre, his Mother, was lawtul 
Wite to Robert Earl of Strathern, afterwards KING 3; 
and conſequently it is falſe that theſe Children were on- 
ly legitimat by King Roberts marrying their Mother atter 
Queen Enpherrs death, and atter the third year of his 
Reign, And that the At of Parliament recognizing

Albeit what is faid ſeems demonſtrative enough, yet 
toleaveno part of this injurious Lybel unranſaked ; We 
ſhall next ſhew, that before Robert the ſecond, yea ve- 
ry many years before, whilſt he was Earl of Strathers 
and STEWART of SCOTLAND, JOHN his Son was 
owned by him, and by the whole Nation, as his eldeſt 
Son and Heir. 

There is a Charter, wherein Robertus Seneſcallys 
Scotie, Comes de Strathern, & Joannes Seneſcallus jl;- 
US noſter primo-genitus FS Heres, confirm a Mortificati- 
on made by Reginaldus More, Pater Wilielmi More, 
Equitis tothe Abbacy of Paſly, recorded in their Regi- 
ſter, which, tho# it want a Date, yet there follows 
in the ſame Regiſter, a Charter given by the ſaid Ro- 
bert Seneſcallus Scotie, confirming all Gitts given by his 
Predeceſlors and himſelf to the Abbacy of Paj/y, dated 
anno 1361, which was nine years before he was KING;

Son and Heir of Robert: STEWART of SCOTLAND, 
long before he was King, long before the deceaſe of 
Eupheme Roſs, and that as ſuch, he ſhared with his Fa- 


ther in his Eſtate aud Honours; and albeit it want a | 
date, yet fince it confirms a Writing made by Reginald 


Mpvre in the year 1320, and thar it 1s regiſtrat ſhortly 
aſter the Regiſtration of the ſame Writing, there is no 
reaſon to doubt that it was made long before he was 
KING. 


But not to rely on one Teſtimony or Proof, there 
are many Mediums which prove our Aſſumption. There 
1s. another Charter dated 1n the year 1361, on the 20 
of July, as follows,

- whilſt he was Earl of 'Stratherr, with Conſent of Jokr 
his eldeſt Son and Heir to Alan Lawder of the Lands 
of Whitflet and Moriſtonn in Berwick Shire, ſealed by 
his own Seal, . and by the Seal of Joh his eldeſt Son 
and Heir; Which Charter is confirmed, by him when 
KING, annoregnt primo: This Allan 18 afterwards de- 
ſigned AMpn Lawder of Hattonn,in a Charter granted to 
himby the ſaid KING of the Lands of Ratha in Elin- 
bureh Shire, Auno Regni ſeptimo, — | 


Theſe Charters and many others extant on Record, 
do ſufficiently evince, that Jokz2 Son to Robert Earl of 
Strathern, was own*d by Iis Father, as his eldeſt Son 
and Heir, and did ſhare with him, in his Honours and 
Eſtate long before he was KING, longer before Erpheme 
Roſſes death; yea, in thewhole tract of her Litetinie, 
and likeways by Expheme Roſs her ſelf, and by her Chil- 
dren, who did take all their Charters, either. with rhe 
ſzid John's Conlent,or admitting him as Witneſs in their 
Writings, under - the Deſignation of the King's eldeſt 
Son and Heir. Itis alſo clear, that he was owned un- 
der that Deſignation by his Fathers Vaſials, who did 
take their Charters from the Father always with His 
Conſent, with the folemnity of hisSeal, as well as his Fa- 
thers, and always under the Deſignation of his eldeſt

$on and Heir. The Biſhops, ' Lords and Gentlemen of 
thebeſt Quality in the adjacent Countrey owned him as

tion: Bur it {ſuch aCloudof Witnefles and Writings do 
leave any doubr, then that of a whole Kingdom can 
leavenone: And this we have allo; For the Biſhops 
of Scotland had no Right to diſpoſe of their Moveables 
by Teſtament : King Robert the Bruce had promiſed 
tagive them this Priviledge, yer had not pertormed it 
betore his death; King David Bruce his ſon, in pne of 
his laſt Parliaments, paflesa Deed, by way of A&, nar- 
rating his Fathers Promiſe and Reſolution ; And there- 
fore he ratifies theſaid Promiſe, and of new grants and 
confirmsto all the Biſhops in Scotland Power and Privi- 
ledge todiſpone their Moveables by Teſtament : Which 
authentick A& and Deed\tands recorded inthe Records 
of the Great-Seal, andis as follows.

Qualiry but Rowatan'& Abercorn,thole of Abercorn,who 
were Co-temporary with Robert Earl of Strathern,were 
Reginald the - Father, and Sir W:Jiam the Son, and 
Reginald Son to Sir William, butno Sir Adam, as ap- ' 
pears by ſeveral Writs extant in the Records of Paſly, 
inthe Reignsof K. David Bruce, Robert the 2d. and 
Robert the 3d. there are ſeveral Charters and Writings 
on Record,granted to thoſe of Abercorn.by the ſa1d Ryo- 
bert of Strathern, but never with theDeſignation of Con- 
{inguineus, or importing any Relation, whereas this 
Diſpenſation evinces, that the Family of Eliſabeth 
Mare , was in Conſanguinity to theſaid Robert : 
Nor was 1s a Diſparagemcnt for apy Earl to 
marry a Knights Daughter : and abour that very 
time, King David Brace did marry the Daughter of 
Sir Jobz Logie 3 and Robert the third then called JOHN 
ſhortly thereafter, whilſt PRINCE of SCOTLAND, 
did marry the Daughter of Sir Drummond, 
Predecefotro the now Earlof Perth, as appears by a 
Charter following on a Contract of Marriage, con- 
firming the PRINCE, and the faidLady in ſeveral 
Lands, anyo Regnni 3. which is extant in theRolls of 

theGreart Seal. | 
This Charter of Mortification to the Church of Gl2ſ 
gow likewife evinces.that this Lady wasſfofar frombeing 
-a'Concubine;that the Earl of Srratbern wasat the painsto 
procurea Diſpenſation from thePope, before he could 
haveher in. Marriage: And bythetenor of the Paper, 
it is clearthat the Diſpenſarion was cbtalned before the

Marriage was conſumate. And yet the eldeſt fon 
ofthe Marriage 1sa conjunct Diſponerin this Charter 
with his Father, of ten Merks Sterling to the Chaplain 
of Glaſzow in the year 1364. In which year, and in 
this moſt authentick Documear, under the Sign and 
Seal of her Husband, before famous Witneſſes, ſheis 
ſpoke of as dead at that time. ..

Eupheme Counteſs of Marray his Wite, ot the Lands 
of Methven dces prove, 6d; 1sextant 1n the Records. 

And to evince further,that there is certainty enough 
of Eliſabeth Muresbeing Rowallans Daughter, there are 
in Rowallans Charter-cheſt, theſe following Writings.
